Financier’s Valuable Collection From 
Abroad Will Be Loaned to Museums 
In This Country. 


New York. Jan. 27.—J. P. Morgan la 
going to bring back from Europe the 
greater part of hia art treasure* which 
are now loaned to museums in Great 
Britain and on the continent, in addi 
i Hon to thole now in ills london house. 
The movement of the things follows 
Mr. Morgan’s decision to bring back to 
his own country practically all of his 
art possessions in order that people 
here may sec them. 
J. P. Morgan, Jr., was asked to com­

HUNTER KILLED BT WOLVES
